Oardtnier, Mont., April 25. — Presl 
dent Roosevelt Friday afternoon re 
■umed blf tour. Before colng, bow 
erer, he p«rti<diwted in tlie laying oi 
the comer-stone of the new gate at the 
northern entrance to YellowstoDe park. 
Tbe ceremony ^-aa performed accord- 
ing to the maeonlc ritual, and was in 
eharfe of the grand ofllcan oC the state 
of Montana. Special trains brought 
hundreds of people, Including a large 
body of masons, and as the weather 
waa perfect the seme was a pretty 
one. The president delivered an ad- 
dresa Troops B and C, of the 3d cav- 
alry, from Fort Yellowstone, w-^re 
drawn up in front of the stand as a 
guard of honor. The prealdent on be- 
half of the masons of Montana wai 
presented with a masonic charm 
uiounted on a nugget of Montana gold 
The president began bis address by 
thanking tbe people and the soldiers 
for his enjoyable two weeks' holiday 
and then Rpoke ct the natural wonders 
of the park, 

"The Yellowstone park," he said, "i« 
Bonuetbing unique In this world an far 
as I know. Nowhere else In any civ- 
ilized (cmntry Is there to be found 
sueh a tract of veritable wonderland, 
made accessible to all visitors, where 
at the same time not only the seenery 
of the wlldemess, but the wild crea- 
tures of the park are scrup\ilou8ly pre- 
served, the only change being that 
these same wild creatun^s have been 
■0 carefully protected as to show 
aatonndtng tameneas. The creator 
and preserver of such a natural- play- 
ground In the midst of our people as a 
wbolie is a credit to the nation, but 
«bove all, a credit to Montana, Wy- 
oming and Idaho. 

"I have been astonndefl at the cnor- 
mouB quantities of elk and at the num 
her of deer, antelope and mountain 
riteap which I have eeen on their win- 
tering groonds, and the deer and sheiep 
in particular are as tame as range 
stock. Few buffalo are preserved. 1 
wish that tbe goviemment could some- 
where provide for an experimental 
breeding station ot croae-breeds be- 
tween buffalo and th<e common cattle. 
It these croBs-breeds could be suc- 
oeasfully perpetuated we could have 
animals which would produce a robe 
quite as good as the old buffalo robe, 
with which twenty years ago every 
one waa familiar, and animals which 
would be so hardy that I think they 
would have a distinct commercial im- 
portance. They would, for instance, 
be admirably suited for Alaska, which 
I look to see developed astoundingly 
within the next decade or two, not 
only because of Its furs and flsberles, 
hut because of Its agricultural and 
pastoral possibilities." 

At the conclusion of tbe eeremonies, 
tbe president'! train pdlled out for 
Livingston.

The Farmers and Tobacco (irowere' 
Association, which waa recently formed 
in Kaiitiieky la bppbaltfon to the great 
tobacco manufacturing corporations, en- 
couraged by the success attained in or- 
ganising a growers' combine, is now ex- 
tending the sphere of action to inchids 
tbe entire bnrley leaf belt, and similar 
bodiee are about to be formed in the 
river conntiaa of Oliio^ Indiana and Wast 
Virginia. 

The first of these was organized at 
Oeorgetown, Brown Oounty, O., Tbura* 
day by tba Bxeeutivs Board of the Ken- 
tucky Aasocistion, consisting of Messrr. 
W. B. Hawkins, of Lexinfttoui John 
Botts, of Sheibyville ; 0. B. MiBlTan and 
J. W. Newman, of Versailles ; J. R. Rog- 
ers, of Paris, and £. £. Barton, oi Fal- 
mouth. 

The assemblage of growers and farmers 
was the largest that has ever been held 
since the movement waa inaugurated. 
Tbe enthusiasm manifested in tbe pro- 
ject was unbounded, and the Executive 
Board met with a ooHWl iBetptlMi from 
the aaaemblage. 

A pmrmanent organisation of tbe Brown 
County growers and those of the adjoin- 
ing territory was etiected by tbe election 
of Jacob Pabst as President, N. 8. Mann 
Secretary and Lee Richpy Executive 
Committeeman and Manager. 

Under tbe plan adopted by tbe Ken- 
tucky Association, which will be followed 
and carried out in tbe other States, the 
growers are bound by contract and ssree- 
meat not to sell their tobacco crops or 
any part thereof to any one but tbe 
Growers' Association for a period of five 
years, and tbe aaaociation in turn agrees 
to sell the aocnmalated product only to 
the independent factories and the export 
trade, which absorbs a very large propor- 
tion of tba entire bnrley leaf erop. 

II the growers' association proves a 
successful enterprise and reaches up to 
the expectations of its foundan and pnv 
jectors, it will revolutionise present con- 
ditions and prevailing methods in tbe 
trade. 

\ l^tg,9 proportion, in fact tbe major 
p4urt,of the entire burley crop is now and 
for some years has been marketed through 
packers and shippers who buy up the 
farmers' "crop lots" at a stipulated price, 
their profit comiuK from Rrading it ac- 
cording to quality. These men will be 
entirely eliminated, and this middle- 
men's profit will thus be sattd to tbe as* 
eociation and tbe growers.

It Is Unlikely That Any Further Serl- 
eua Bffort Will Be Made to Re- 
gain the Papers Taken 
By Mrs. Tyner. 

Washington, April 25. Attorney 
General Knox Friday expressed tbe 
opinion to Postmaster General Payne 
that unless there la something to show 
whether the documents taken from 
the safe of Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Tyner are government property 
or private papers, no case would He. 
This statement was made after Mr. 
Knox had gone over the papers for-, 
warded to him by the post office de- 
partment. Mr. Payne replied by stat- 
ing tbe circumstances attending the 
taking of the piqwra and the fact that 
most of the papers Hied in such gov- 
ernment safes are of a confldrntlal na- 
ture and therefore are not of record. 
There will be a conference Saturday 
between Mr. Payne and Mr. Knox. 
The position taken by the post offlcte 
department now is that It has done 
all that is possible to do to eatabliah 
the facta in tbe case; that ths im- 
propriety of the act is of equal im- 
portance to the nature of what wat 
taken, and that any further steps rest 
with the department of Justice. It Is 
known by the postmaster general that 
the safe from which all the papera 
were tak«n has contained valuable 
ofBclal papers at various times, and 
that Mr. Tyner has so stated. It la 
not known, however, whether any auch 
papers were In the safe since Mr. Tyner 
last bad access to it. 

Attorney Ross Perry, of this elty, 
counsel for tbe Tynera, called on the 
postmaatar general Friday aubaequcnt 
to his interview with Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox. He told the postmaster 
general that the Tyners would be glad 
to have the postmaster general or 
any representative ot hia department 
look over the papers at the Tyner 
residence. Mr. Payne talked with Mr. 
Perry at some leuKth and pointed out 
to him that tbe Tynera were given an 
opportunity Immediately after the 
papers were taken to open them In the 
presence of the officers of tbe depart- 
ment and had refused to show them or 
to Indicate to tbe government rep- 
resentatives even the nature of tbe 
papers. Mr. Payne was asked subse- 
quently If h* declined Mr. Perry's prop- 
osition, but said he could not discuss 
that phase of tbe question. It may be 
stated, as the departnnnt's attitude, 
however, that It will not give mbch 
weight to any papers that are return

It Is the Belief in Official Circles Thai 
Russia Has No Intention of 
Bvaauatint tho DIapted 
T erritor y. 

Washington, April 25. Tlie I'nited 
States government will make a vigor 
oua proteat throuift the proper dlplo 
matlc channels against Ruaala'a da 
mands upon China for tbe practical ro 
tention by Russia of tbe province ol 
Manchuria. At Use atate department 
thia atep by the czar'a country la r» 
garded as a breach of faith and an at> 
tack upon the American Intention of 
maintaining the integrity of Chlnd 
which was announced more than tw« 
years ago. 

London, April 25. — It is learn- 
ed that there is In contempla- 
tion a forcible joint prtitest on 
the part oi Great Britain, the United 
States and Japan against the Russian 
demands in tbe matter of the aover 
elngnty of Manchuria. 

Sir Ernest Satow, Brltit^h minister 
to China, in a dispatch to the foreign 
office, confirmed tbe synopsis of the 
note addressed to China by M. Plan- 
con, Russian charge d'attaires at P-> 
kin. Further offli ial advii e rpKard- 
Ing the Intentions of the Chinese gov- 
ernment and explanations from St. 
Petersburg, are awaited anxiously. In 
the meantime tho British government 
is not taking active measures, al- 
though Foreign Secretary Lansdowne 
intends to circulate pourparlers look- 
ing to Joint action from Washington. 
London and Toklo, provided further 
Information sustains the present ab> 
stract of the Russian demands. 

A press repreaentative is authorised 
by the foreign office to say that If the 
Chinese government correctly repra 
oents Rvissla's claims, tlu's<' claims 
constitute an absolute breach of all 
the undertakings given in connection 
with Manchuria and utterly abrogate 
the principles of the open door, ter- 
ritorial division aiul int.t ruatlonal 
comity to which the Britisb govern- 
ment ciHistantly and publicly has com- 
mitted Itself. It is added that in 
these principlea (Jii-at Britain has al- 
ways acted with the Tnitt-d States, 
and it is presumed that aimiiar feel- 
ings exist at Washington. Nothing, 
however, is definitely known, as. with 
tbe exception of tbe British minister 
to China, no British ambassador baa 
yet reported. 

It is pointed out that Ruasla's ex< 
planatlon may throw a dlff.M»'iit liRiit 
on her demands, although in oflii ial 
circles here tlu-ic i.^; a frank e.xpres- 
slon of the belief that Russia had 
no intention of evacuating Manchuria, 
and that she hopes, after demanding 
the maximum, to secure a compromise. 

Even the most conservative see In 
her demands a determination to ob- 
tain practical sovereignty of that nor 
tion of tbe Chinese empire. Enforce- 
ment of the demands on Russia's 
part. It Is^ Ix-lievcii. miKtit entail an 
international war- a viriiable bacile 
of ArniaMe<lil()n. 

The Russian demands were contain- 
ed in a notification sent to Prince 
Chlng, president of the Chinese for- 
eign office, by .M. Planson. Russian 
chargt" a'affaires at I'eking. He stated 
that no further steps would be taken 
toward the eva( nation of Manchuria 
until thf-c (Icniand.-i were acceded to.

George B. Damall, the engineer in
